“It is a great thing for any man to be 
able to rivet the attention of such a nation 
as this 70,000,000 of people, and getting: 
bigger all the time?

But 1 
know her son, the Prince of Wales, I boxed 
before him and explained to him a good 
many things about America in our brie 
conversation. He will be King before long, 
and he knows as well as I do that when it 
comes to a comparison with America Enge 
land is simply not in the race. 3 

We've been losing England as a com- 
petitor ever since we first licked her mot 
than a hundred years ago, and the bettert 
class of Englishmen all admit it. Asa mate! 
ter of fact, this is the only country on earth, | 
for if China is bigger it makes no difference. 
It takes all the good in a hundred Chinamen, 
to make a bad American, anyhow; and, be- 
sides, they don’t know what to eat. The 
Russian nation is big, but it is a mixed up 
crowd. I am told they sleep on stoves, and 
there is not a day in any week that we 
couldn't lick Russia. The other nations! 
don't count. Ireland is too small, and, be- 
sides, Ireland is a part of America. The 
Germans and the French can speak foreign 
languages, but fighting is not in their line | 
and never has been. In all history you can- 
not find even a good middleweight among: 
the French. What is more, they fight with 
their feet, and, as poor old Toppy Maguire: 
used to say, a man that will fight with his* 
feet will think with them. 

No country can celebrate a day as well 
as we can. We have got more money than 
anybody else, and we certainly have got 
enough speakers. I suppose there are a 
100,000 men thinking up Fourth of July 
speeches at this minute, and it is not too 
many. I hope every one of those men will 
remind the boys who listen to thém that 
this is the greatest country on earth, an 
that it can lick any other. That is the. 
Con- 
fidence in yourself and confidence in your 
ewn country should be every man’s motto, 
and while he has that motto he can laugh 
at Kings and tyrants, because he knows 
they stand no living chances. 

“As for the so-called Americans that 
bow down to English royalty and turn up 
their pants without any use, I have no 
excuses to make for them. They are un- 
worthy of their country, and, while I have: 
known dudes to put up a pretty good fight 
in a corner, I advise no man to rely on them, 
My advice to Americans, young and old, 
is to be patriotic all the time. Yell for your, 
country and think of George Washington 
every time a firecracker goes off. Invite 
your friends to share with you in modera- 
tion whatever you have, and, Without being 
boisterous, remind every foreigher you see 
that America can lick his country, Which 
ever it Is. This drives the foreigners to 
naturalization, which is only right; and it 
keeps the sacred flame of patriotism alive, 

“ As for myself, my plans, my past, my 
future, and so on, I have nothing to say. 
Some men have made money out of me and 
some have used me as a moral warning. 
I am criticised and I do not object. . 1t-® 
true that I have not been in all ways & 
model, but my fellow-citizens win kindly 
remember that I did not start out to be a 
model.

I don’t say this to hurt their feelings, On 
the contrary, I admire their self-control 
I wasted thousands, and much foolishness 
goes with the record. I am sorry, but ft is 
too late to change the past. They can put 
on my grave if they want to: Here Hep 
John L. Sullivan, a man who was always 
ready in the ring or out. He did what he 
thought best, and what he did he stands by.’ 
But there is a long time between now 
and my funeral. There will be other tu- 
nerals first, funerals of fighters’ reputa- 
tions, and if I can, help the funerals along 
much the better.

Surrounded by police, assured by doctors 


that death was near at hand, Charies B. 


Nelson, who was mysteriously shot in 
Washington Park on Thursday night, yes- 
terday drew Mrs. Edith Marguerite Staples, 


who was with him at the time and who is 


half suspected by the police, to his wounded 
breast, and firmly declared that he had no 
idea of who gave him his death injuries. 


To the requests of the police that he aid the 
cause’ of: justice, to the suggestions of the 


physicians that if he had aught to reveal 
of this Mysterious crime his time was short, 
he guve the same denial.

“I do not know Who shot me,“ he said. 


Mrs. Staples at His Bedside. - 

For God's sake, fer my sake, if you love 
me, tell these people the truth.

of time. It is the misfortune of the peopic 
that the honer, religion, and modesty of 
women, safe even under Mogul rule, should 
be violated under the enlightened English 
government, We wonder why no notice 
is taken of the shameful doings of the sol- 
diers in Poonah, They are perhaps secretly 
instigated hy the government to do these 
things in retaliation for the tertures in- 
fiicted upon Europeans by the Tantia Topi 
and to punish the capital of the Deccan for 
taking the lead in all public agitations.

Joseph F. Borneman, Who is duld to Have a 


reputation as a malingerer at various local 


institutions, was taken yesterday from 
luxurious quarters at the German Hospital 
to a cell at the Sheffield Avenue Police Sta- 
tion. * 

Borneman owes the Hospital, the author- 
ities say, a bill of $28 for eight days’ medical 
and nurses’ services. He will be held at the 
police station until he either settles the bill 
or is arraigned in the police court charged 
with disorderly conduct. 

The complainant against Borneman is 
President John C. Burmeister of the hospt- 
tal. Eight days ago Borneman called at 
the institution and told Mr. Burmeister, the 


latter says, that he was 4 wealthy traveler 


and had stopped jn Chicago to be treated for 
appendicitis. He was well-dressed, a pleas- 
ing conversationalist, and President Bur- 
meister says that he did not suspect for a 
moment that the cultured applicant did not 
have a cent in his pecket. 

Borneman was welcomed to the hospital 
and given the best room available. At his 
own order two nurses were kept in constant 
attendance upon him and a 8 re- 
mained just outside the room to answer his 
call, 

For the first few days of his stay at the 
hospital the patient remained in bed and 
munched at expensive fruits when he did 
not feel disposed tp partake of a hearty 
meal. Cool breezes were Wafted his way by 
fans whtle the rest of humanity sweltered 
and his attendants were always on hand 
ready to do his bidding. , 

At the end of the first week a thorough 
examination with a view to operation was 
suggested; but to this the patient offered 
strenuous objection. Then the matter of 
his week's obligation 0 the hospital was 
broached and within an hour the patient had 
suffered a relapse and he tossed about on his 
bed in seeming agony. - 

Yesterday morning the physicians at the 
hospital decided that Borneman would have 
to undergo treatment. At that time the 
patient was sleeping soundly. He was 
aroused and told of the physicians’ intention, 
but he entered a protest saying that he was 
sure that any attempt to molest his ap- 
pendix would result fatally. 

Notwithstanding his protests he was 
wheeled into the operating-room, and there, 
while a physician stood over him with an 
open knife, he confessed, it is claimed, that 
he did not have any pain in the region of the 
appendix. 

At this he was arrayed in his street gar- 
ments and taken to the Sheffield Avenue 
Police Station. The officials at the German 
Hospital claim that Borneman confessed to 
them that he had swindled the Chicago and 
County Hospitals in a similar manner.

Rush for Colonial Governorships. 

Such sights have perverted England’s 
eristocracy, and they, too, must have 
notoriety. Competition. among the Dukes 
for colonial governorships has never been 
so keen. It has hitherto been the greatest 
worry of the Colonial Secretary to find 
even Baronets willing to serve. He has 
often had to give commoners a handle to 
their name to fit them for colonial society, 
but this imperial sentiment and vague no- 
tion of some great imperial political devel- 
opments to come have made such a post as 
Canadian Governor General one to be high- 
ly coveted. The Duke of Leeds was a can- 
didate, but was rejected, largely because 
the Canadian temperance folk could not 
stand even a Duke whose wealth has been 
made out of gin. 

Now the Duke of Abercorn, a great Irish 
landlord and ally—someé say a dupe—of Cecil 
Rhodes, whose barony dates back to James 
I., and whose wife was a daughter of the 
great Earl Howe, is understood to be an 
eager applicant for the place which Lord 
Aberdeen is soon to vacate at Ottawa.

The collection probably was made at the 
beginning of the second century or earlier. 
The sayings are detached and without con- 
text. Each begins with the words Jesus 
saith.” It is claimed that this is the earliest 
Christian document, being presumably a 
century earlier than any existing manu- 
script of the gospels. : 
The writing (unctials) is very clear and 
the leaf is numbered page 11 and measures 
5% inches by 3% inches.

SHERIFF PEASE MAKES HIS REPORT. 


His Receipts for the Last Half Year 
from All Sources Almost 


$150,000 


Sheriff Pease, in his semi-annual report 
ending May 31 last, shows the earnings of 
his office to have been $145,979.88, contributed 
through the office proper and the civil and 
criminal courts, the jail, and the insane 
branch of the County Court. 

Of the above the Criminal! Court fees were 
$34,821.45, the civil courts, $34,937.75; office 
proper, $34,551.68; court atttendance, $27,- 
714; jail, $10,572.75; insane court, $3,382.30. 


The mileage report of Deputy Sheriffs and 


bailiffs of the criminal and other courts is 
1,108,705 miles. 

The number of prisoners received at the 
jail for the six months was 3,405, and the 
number tm the institution June 1 was 308, 


which is 100 less than on Dec. 81. last year. 


Of the total 170 were sent to the peniten- 
tiary, 201 to the Pontiac reformatory, 194 to 
the house of correction, and 3 to the Chester 
Insane Asylum. Three were hanged. The 
above number of prisoners included 42 
charged with murder, 974 with larceny, 728 
with burglary, and 372 with robbery. Twen- 
ty-six were imprisoned for debt and 39 for 
contempt of court, while 6 were United 
States prisoners.

SCHOOL FILTER QUESTION IS SETTLED 


Work Equally Divided Between the 
Pasteur Chamberland and G. 
L. Squier Companies, 


The public school filter question was set- 
tled yesterday by acting President Cusack 
and Cierk W. A. S. Graham of the Board of 
Education. The entire work is equally di- 
vided between the Pasteur Chamberland 
Filter company and the George L. Squier 
Manufacturing company of Buffalo. They 
are to receive $88,000, or $44,000 each, to in- 
stall and maintain filters in all the public 
schools and branches throughout the city 
for a term of three years, with an option by 
the board of renewing the contract for a 
longer period, 

Each firm has to clean the filters at least 
once in two days, or oftener if necessary, 
and sterilize the filter tubes at least once 
every thirty days. This will necessitate the 
establishment of kilns in different parts of 
the city. For the better convenience of the 
contractors the city is divided into districts. 
The board will probably finish up its busi- 
ness during the next two weeks and adjourn 
for a month. At that time it is expected that 
President Halle will be back, and the board 
will organize for the coming year.

The curative powers of dietetics through 
the means of a milk fund has had its best 
iliustration in Boston. It was in 1882 that 
a number of physicians of that city, aided 
by their wealthy patients, organized the 
milk fund, which was then a new idea in 
dispensary work. The summer diseases of 


children were treated as cases of erroneour 


methods of feeding. The physicians in 

charge started out with a strictly hygienic 
method by withholding irritating foods. 

They found that milk, carefully prepared. 
was the best panacea for sick babies. The 
work in Boston grew with every year and fs 

now carried on in every quarter of the city. 

The large reduction in the mortality of the 
infants treated was, most gratifying. 


Mortality in Large Cities. 

The mortality among infants in large cities 
averages 50 per cent. As the children treat - 
ed through the milk fund were outdoor 
patients, the reduction of the mortality 
among those treated to Ii per cent the 
first year was considered astonishing. The 
following year the rate was only 9% per cent, 
and the succeeding year but & per cent. 

The principles of this practice are not new. 
but the precautions to be taken in Chicago 
to insure the supply of good milk are en- 
tirely modern. The members cof the Mi 
Fund association in Chicago say the desid- 
eratum to be sought is milk so nearly free 
from disease germs as to be entirely safe 
for use without sterilization. This done. 
the milk will, by means employed in the 
various dispensaries, be made cxactly suit - 
able for each individual case. 

The physicians of the Milk Fund assocte- 
tions and the doctors at the dispensaries wil! 
write such prescriptions as can be approve. 
by the treasurer of the fund. These pre- 
scriptions will be taken to the milk labora- 
tory, filled, and returned to the dispensaries

SHERMAN’S REPLY 10 JAPAN'S PROTEST 


Denial That Vested Rights 


— 


New York, July 3.—A special to the Tribune 
from Washington gives the full text of Sec- 
retary Sherman's answer to Japan's pro- 
test against the annexation of Hawaii by 
the United States. After quoting the 
grounds on which Japan made its protest, the 
Secretary of State says: 

This recital is of itself proof that your 
government has misapprehended the state- 
ments and assurances contained in my note, 
and in its relation to the treaty question in- 
volved strongly suggests confusion between 
the formal stipulations of treaties and the 
vested rights which the subjects ofone coun- 
try may acquire in another under treaty or 
law of the land. The principle of public law 
whereby the ,existing treaties of a State 
ease upon its corporation into another 
State is well defined by Hallock, who says: 
* But the obligations of treaties, even where 
some of their stipulations are in terms 
perpetual, expire in case either of the con- 
tracting parties loses its existence as an in- 
dependent State, or in case its internal con- 
stitution is so changed as to render the treaty 
inapplicable to the new condition of things.’ 

“The question concerns the absolute 
union of two States, whereby one ceases to 


politic of the other. The history of Europe, 
of America, of the whole world, is full of 
examples from remote periods to our gun 
days, where independent States have ceased 
to be such through constrained or volun- 
tary absorption by another, with attendant 
extinction of their former treaties with other 
States. It needs no stipulaion in a formal 


annexation treaty to work this result, for it | 


attends de facto annexation, however ac- 
complished. The forcible incorporation of 
Hanover into the Prussian Kingdom in- 

tantly: destroyed previous Hanovérian 
reaties. The admission of Texas to State- 
hood in our union by joint resolution ex- 
tinguished the treaties of the independent 
Republic ef Texas. The recent French law 
declaring Madagascar to be a colony of 
France ended the former treaties of that 
kingdom. It is the fact, not the manner, of 
absorption that determines treaties. It 
does not even follow that tie existing 
treaties of the absorbing State extend to the 
acquired territory. The treaties of the Ger- 
man Empire are held not to apply to the 
ceded French Provinces of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. 

What the Hawaiian treaty of annexa- 
tion proposes is the extension of the treaties 
of the United States to the incorporated ter- 
ritory to replace the necessarily extin- 
guished Hawallan treaties in order that 
the guarantees of treaty rights to all may 
be unquestionable and continuous. To this 
end the termination of the existing treaties 
of Hawaii is recited as a condition prece- 
dent. The treaty of annexation does not 
abrogate those instruments. It is the fact 
of Hawaii's ceasing to exist as an independ- 
ent contractant that extinguishes those con- 
tracts. 

As to the vested rights, if any be éstab- 
lished in favor of Japan or Japanese sub- 
jects in Hawali, the case is different, and I 
repeat that ‘ there is nothing in the proposed 
treaty prejudicial to the rights of Japan.’ 
Treaties are terminable in a variety of ways. 
That of 1886 between Japan and Hawaii, to 


renounceable by either party on six months’ 
notice; but its extension would no more ex- 
tinguish vested rights previously acquired 
under its stipulations than the repeal of a 
municipal law affects rights of property 
vested under its provisions. 

“As to the point ‘that the maintenance 
of the status quo of Hawaii is essential to 
the good understanding of the powers which 
have interests in the Pacific,’ it is sufficient 
to remark that, as a fact, through three- 


tution and government of Hawaii and the 
commerce of the islands with the world 
have undergone notable changes, the only 
essential feature of the status quo has been 
the predominant and paramount influence 
of the United Btates upon the fortunes of 
the group, and that the union of that island 
territory to the United States, often fore- 
times taking tangible 
shape, has been recognized as a necessary 
contingency, drawing nearer year by year | 
with the passage of events. Four years 
ago, when a similar project of annexation 
followed the Hawalian revolution, the occa- 
sion for maintaining the status quo was 
not even suggested by any power having 
interests in the Pacific. This government 
cannot be expected to proclaim or admit 
that any such occasion. has since arisen— 
just as it can néither intend nor admit that 
the projected more perfect union of Hawailit 
to the United States, by which the progres- 
sive policies and dependent associations of 
some seventy years have their destined cul- 
mination, can injure any legitimate interests 
of other powers in the Pacific. That it will 
tend to strengthen, develop, and perpetuate 
all such commonly beneficial interests is, 
on the contrary; to be expected. 7 

“In thus reviewing the protest you pre- 
sent it gives me pleasure to say that I wel- 
come its frank and friendly spirit. So far 
as you take occasion to deny what you aptly 
call the mischievous suggestion or report’ 
that Japan has designs against the integrity 
or sovereignty of Hawali, I am glad to as- 
sure you that such denial was entirely un- 
necessary, inasmuch as this government 
has not doubted, and cannot for an instant 
doubt, the sincerity and friendliness of 
Japan in all that concerns her relations to 
the United States and the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands.“

Dr. Evans was made President of this 
institution at Evanston and endowed it 
richly from time to time. It was through 
his efforts the first high school in Chicago 
was built. He was a member of the City 
Council and bent all his energies toward 
giving Chicago a complete educational sys- 
tem. It was while in the Council that he 
prepared and introduced the ordinance pro- 
viding for a City Superintendent of Schools, 
He also secured the passage in the Legis- 


lature of the bill perpetually insuring the 


property of the university at Evanston from 
taxation. 

In railroads Mr. Evans also became inter- 
ested and in this and in real estate laid 
the nucleus of his great fortune. He built 
the Fort Wayne and Chicago road and it 
was his shrewd foresight which gave the 
Pennsylvania railroad its splendid terminal 
facilities in Chicago. 

He was also, while in Chicago, a promi- 


nent contributor to scientfic journalism and | 


was at one time editor of the Northwestern 
Medical and Surgical Review, and was also 
founder of the Methodist book concern and 
of the Northwestern Christian Advocate. 
Evans was a delegate to the conven- 
tion which nominated Lincoln and was one 
of his most énthusiastic supporters In the 
great wigwam convention. He was offered 
the Territorial Governorship of Washing- 
ton, but declined; but in 1867 he accepted the 
Territorial Governorship of Colorado. In 
that State he remained and devoted himself 
to railway and educational work. The 
first railroad in Colorado was promoted by 
him, connecting Denver with the Union Pa- 
cific at Cheyenne.

St. Paul, Minn., July Special. }~Cole 
Younger, who, with his brother Jim, ia serv~ 
ing a life sentence at Stillwater for the 
Northfield Bank raid, and who, it is be- 
lieved, will be pardoned this month, has 
made a statement giving a story of the 
crime. After describing the trip to North- 
field and the beginning of the raid he says: 

“Just at this time some one across the 
street shouted, ‘Robbers in the bank!’ I 
jumped into my saddle and fired my pistol 
in the air to let those at the bridge know 
that the alarm was given. At this moment 
a man came up to the bank and then started 


‘to run away, whereupon Miller drew his 


pistol on him and cried out: Stop, or 
In kill you!’ The man halted, but soon 
began to move off slowly, and seeing that 


Miller intended to shoot him I called out: 
Don't shoot him, let him go!’ The man 


meanwhile ran off down the sidewalk. 

“As this happened, the three men left at 
the bridge entered the street on a full run. 
Stiles, as he is called, met the man whom 
Miller had permitted to go, and commanded 
him to stop, threatening to shoot him if he 
did not. I shouted to Stiles to let the man 
go and not to shoot him, whereupon Stiles 
and the man on the buckskin horse passed 
on up the street, fifty or one hundred yards 
south of the bank, Jim stopping in front of 
the bank with me. Now, to return to the 
man who first discovered what was going 
on in the bank: I told him to get off the 
street, which he did. I have learned since. 
that the gentleman was Dr. Wheeler, and 
the other gentleman was J. S. Allen. Both 
of them heard me call to Miller not to shoot, 
and both of them could have heard me re- 
peat the command to Stiles. Jumping off 
my horse I ran to the bank door and told the 
boys to hasten out, as the alarm waa given, 


and I thought the citizens were arming 


themselves. Bob Younger came out, and 
I, thinking all were coming, got on my horse 
and started north to the corner of Bridge 
Square, when I saw a man at a window up- 


stairs across the street with a gun. To 


frighten him away I shot a pane of glass out 


above his head, whereupon he stepped back 


out of sight. This man was, I think, Dr. 

Wheeler. I then fired into the corner of 

the building on Bridge Square to frighten 

the people away from our horses, and they 

ran around the corner out of sight. Bob 

went on down the sidewalk to the stairway,. 
intending to get his horse at that point. I 

noticed that Bob was the only one who had 

answered my call, so I again turned and ran 

back to the bank and shouted to those in- 

side: For God's sake come out.’ Just 
then Miller called to me, saying he was 

shot, and, looking at him, I saw blood run- 

ning down his face. The firing by this time 

had become general, and as the two in the 

bank had not yet come out I was forced for 

the third time to ride to the bank and call 

to them to get out, and this time they did 

so. In the meantime Miller had been shot 

again and had fallen from his horse. I 

umped from my horse, ran to Miller to see 

ow badly he was hurt, and while turning 

him over was shot in the left hip. I took 
Miller’s pistols, unted my horse, and 

rode towards Bob, who was standing near 

the stairway, Jim being with me. 

At that moment Bob was shot. I saw 
him change his pistol from his right hand 
te his left, and from the way his right arm 
hung limp at his side I knew it was broken. 
I called to him to come from there, and turn- 
ing to Jim I told him to catch Miller’s horse 
for Bob. This was done. Bob ran up the 
street and Jirn helped him to mount. I then 
called to Pitts to help me get Miller upon 
my horse, it being my intention to carry 


| him before me. On lifting him up we saw 


that he was dead, so I told Pitts to lay him 
down again and to run up the street out of 
range and I would take him up behind me. 
I then cried out to the rest of the party to 
move on ahead, and they started, Jim lead- 
ing the horse that Bob rode. Pitts ran up 
the street about a hundred yards, where he 


mounted behind me, and we rode out of 


town on the Dundas road.

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JOHN INGALLS AND HIS INVENTION

FOR ELECTRIC LIGHTING. | 


‘For Years He Lived as a Recluse in 


Marquette, Mich., Working on a De- 
vice Which Anticipates the Great 
Inventors of Teday—Is Now in a 
Soldiers’ Home—Invention Has Re- 


. @entlhy Beem Brought to Light and 


Promises Much. 


ARQUETTE, Mich., July 1.—[Special 
Correspondence.]—A humble one- 
story cottage near the corner of 
Ridge and Fourth streets in this city 

is in a fair way to become the center 
of a great deal of interest as the spot upon 
which an eccentric recluse worked out and 
almost perfected two decades ago a system 
of electric lighting that is far ahead of that 
in common use today da which such elec- 
tric savants as Tesla and Moore are only 
beginning to get into tangible form. 

The recluse was a veteran of the war of 
the rebellion, who bad become disabled in 
the service of his country, but possessed a 
genius for invention and devoted the years 
of his life following the war to the close 
application of his talent. His name was 
John Ingalls. He was born in the State of 
New York sixty-five years ago. He acquired 
a. scientific education and served in the en- 


_“gineer corps of the Northern army dur- 
ing the rebellion. While in the service he 


sustained a Sunstroke which mildly affected 
his mind. For this disability he, still con- 
tinues to draw a small pension and is be- 
sides afforded a home at the Soldiers’ Home 
in Grand Rapids. 

His inventive genius produced numerous 
practical and. useful devices, some of which 
are in common use. None of them was ever 
patented in his name and from none of them 
did he ever derive any financial benefit. One 
was a form of damper for stovepipes. This 


„struck a friend of Ingalls who was in the 


hardware business as likely to meet with 
a lArge demand. He sent the patterns toa 
stove manufacturing company with the un- 
derstanding that they would assist in pro- 
euring a patent and ‘would render adequate 
compensation to the inventor. The com- 
pany promptly proceeded to the manufact- 
ure of the dampers on a large scale, but it 
is not on record that they even sald Thank 
vou to Mr. Ingalls or his representative. 
Another invention was a process for the ex- 


traction of tannin from hemlock bark. Two 


gentlemen, one from the East and the other 
from Michigan, interested themselves with 
Ingalls in the patent that was secured. Be- 
tween themselves the two outsiders man- 
aged to do Ingalls out of his interest, and 
then the Eastern man got the better of his 
Michigan partner and disposed of the proc- 
ess for $50,000. Among Ingalls’ effects isa 
combination safe lock that admits of 7,000 
combinations. Tis lock was just nearing 
completion at the time that Ingalls was 
taken to the Soldiers’ Home. 


Blectric Lighting His Aim. 


All of these inventions, however, were put 
Bide products. The inventor’s main effort 
was devoted to the development of his 


scheme of electric lighting. It is difficult [| 
to say just how the idea of this light en- 
tered his mind, for at the time that his best 


work was given to it electric lighting as a 
commercial possibility was scarcely dreamed 
of, and it is but very lately that any prog- 
ress has been made by electrical inventors 
along the lines that Mr. Ingalis so nearly 
perfected in 1877. 

There is no means of knowing what power 
of light was attained by Ingalis in his ex-

| Ingalls’ mental infirmity caused by the sun- 
stroke verges upon insanity; also that he 
had a great dread of the Patent Office and 
feared to intrust his secrets to its officials.

now impossible’ for him to make any con- 


tinued mental effort. This is well illustrated 
in his present correspondence with his 
friends. All of his letters bear many date 
lines, and one of them covers a range of 
dates reaching almost through a year. This 
is because he finds it necessary often to 
rest his brain. Although eccentric and 
taciturn he is no more so than most perscns 
Who are accustomed to close application to 
certain pursuits to the exclusion of all else, 
and his taciturnity is the natura) result of 
years of careful guardianship of his secret.

Angler Peterson Catches One That 
Weighs 168 Pounds and Six Others 
of Good Size Are Landed the Same 
Day~Ample Proof That the Sturgeon.

“Sturgeon have been considered extinct 
in this part of the country for years past,“ 
said Mr. Anderson, “and the news from 
South Chicago is a great surprise. We used 
to get some sturgeon from Lake Superior, 
but even these are now scarce. Most of the 
supply now comes from far northern waters. + 
Once in a while we hear of a stray specimen 
of small size being caught in the old grounds, | 
but these are rare exceptions. Twenty-five 
years ago sturgeon were common in our 
lakes, and also in Eastern waters, especially 
in the Hudson River, but you seldom hear of 
one being taken nowadays. To catch seven

‘PLAN A BIG SNAPPING-TURTLE HUNT. 


They Have Made Themselves. a Nut- 
sance in Lake Arbutus, 8. I., and 
Are to Be Exterminated. 


New York, June 29.—The days of the snap- 
ping turtles of Arbutus Lake are numbered. 
They have long been a nuisance and a 
danger; and efforts are to be made early 
this week to clear them out. 

Arbutus is the name of a fresh water 


The lake swarms with them. They are of 
all sizes, and some have been caught that 
measured fifteen inches across the back. 7 
The work of clearing the lake will be begun 
this week by a party of turtle fishermen, 
who live in the neighboring towns, acting 
at the invitation of Pratt & Brown, the 
owners of the lake. In order to facilitate 
matters the lake, which is formed by 
‘springs, will be lowered about three feet, 80 
that the turtles can be seen on the bottom. 
The fishermen will go out in flat-bottom 
boats, each armed with a long stick, to 
which is attached a sharp hook.

GREATEST NUMBER ON WEST SIDE 


F the average citizen were told that there 

_ are forty-six public parks within the cor- 

porate limits of Chicago under the city’s 

jurisdiction, or that of the park boards, 

he would hold up his hands in amazement 
and want to know where they are. 

He might say he knew of seven, naming 
Lincoln, Washington, Jackson, Humboldt, 
Garfield, Douglas, and the Lake Front, but 
didn’t know anything about the other thir- 
ty-nine. On second thought he would prob- 
ably admit having seen Union Park, be- 
cause one can get a glimpse of it from the 
West Madison street cars and the Lake 
street L.“ and Washington Square, be- 


cause the North Clark street cable cars run 


by it, and Douglas Monument Park, because 
it is on the line of the Illinois Central road; 
and Jefferson Park, because ex-Mayor 
Swift's house faces it, and the former Chief 
Executive is-on record as having chased a 
holdup man in and out among the trees and 
shrubbery of the pretty square. 

The resident of an observant turn of mind 
would remember having heard of Vernon, 
Wicker, Ellis, and Campbell Parks and 
Aldine Square, but the mere names for the 
most part would express the extent of his 
knowledge. 5. 

But how many people who have lived all 
their lives in Chicago know the first thing 
about Green Bay Park, or Lakewood Park, 
or Crescent Park, or Prospect Square, or 
Fernwood Park, or the many other beauty 
spots in Chicago that for the masses bear 
no distinctive designation? Very few, al- 
most none, compared with the population o 


the city. 


Unnamed Parks of Chicago. 
These plats, many of them of cbnsidera- 


ble size, are virtually the unnamed parks

The same is true of. a latge 
bounded by West Ninety-fifth and One Hun- 
dred and Third streets, Stewart avenue, and 
South Canal street, and known in the Map 
department by the rather unattractive name 
of Fernwood Park; of a nameless tract at 
South Rockwell and West Thirty-eighth 
streets; and of what is called at the City 
Hall Auburn Park, a little tract between 
Hawthorne and Winneconna avenues, Stew- 
art avenue, and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad tracks. Adams ‘Park, 
at Dobson avenue, Kidder court, and Sev- 
enty-sixth street, a little less than an acre, 
may be classed with the three first named. 
They are all to be regarded rather in the line 
of provisions—something to be highly im- 
proved as occasion demands—than as fin- 
ished beauty spots. They are to be taken, 
however, as a witness to the wisdom and 
long-sighted policy of the city in acquiring, 
when acquisition is possible, little tracts 
that will be a boon to future generations, 
when the localities in which they are sit- 
vated are as thickly settled as are the more 
central portions of Chicago today. 

Parks on the North Side. | 

The North Side has fewer of these odd cor- 
| ners of park property, but what it has are 
for the most part improved into beauty. 
Washington Squdre, with its many adorn- 
ments and its setting of fine church and 
other public buildings, is too prominent by 
reason of its location to be classed among the 
nameless or little known parks. But close 
by are severai that are worthy of notice. 

At tho intersection of Cass, Rush, and 
Chestnut streets is a triangle of about a 
quarter of an acre in extent, neatly fenced 
off and furnished with seats for those who 
wish to enjoy its shade. „This to the imme- 
diate residents and to those who have looked 
the matter up at the City Hall ts Oak Park.

Other North Side Breathing Spots.

West Side Rich in Parks. 

On the great West Side there are more 
parks and squares than on either of the 
other sides of the city, but many of the 
minor parks are better known than the cor- 
responding plats on the South and North 
Sides. Union Park, with its fifteen acres, is 
as much the pride of West-Siders as Hum- 
boldt, Garfield, and Douglas Parks. Jeffer- 
son, Vernon, and Wicker Parks, each with 
approximately five acrés of ground, are pret- | 
ty places, known intimately to the few and 
prized by them, but scarcely thought of by 
Their locations are too well 
known ‘to require a detailed statement. 

The same, perhaps, is true of Campbell 
Park, a half-acre square south of Flournoy 
street, between Leavitt street and Oakley

Chicago Chapter in a Strange 
Story of Fate’s Irony. 


HER EIGHT FAMOUS COUSINS. 


Wealth Which Won Their Position 
Might Have Been Hers. 


SIX MARRIED PEERS OF ENGLAND. 


N a sordid, grease stained pallet, ina 
sweltering room scarcely ten feet 
square, in the basement of a dilap- 
idated house on Calumet avenue, lies 
Maria Louisa Moncreiffe King. 

Great sweat drops course down her age- 
graven face and her tear-dimmed, pain- 
startled eyes watch eac

dow. Poverty is stamped everywhere; on 
the untidy bed, the dilapidated chairs, the 
pitiful attempts at decoration, and the 

At her side watches a pa- 
tient, sorrow-bent woman, her only daugh- 
ter, while from the room beyond come the 
cacklings and boastful utterances of an old 
man, half quack doctor, half shyster lawyer, 
the husband of Maud King, now Mrs. Cum- 
mings. 
First cousins to this woman dying in miser- 
able poverty are half a dosen wives of peers 
of the United Kingdom of England, the 
famous Montcreiffe sisters, who were en- 
abled through money lent them by Mrs. 
King’s father to make a series of the most 
brilliant matches in England. 

Set Out for the New World. 

Towards the end of the eighteenth century 
Thomas and David Moncreiffe sailed from 
Edinburg on a packet hound for New York. 
Their brother, Douglas Randojph Mon- 
creiffe, had just succeeded to the title and 
estates of Moncreiffe, in Perthshire, Scot- 
land, Beyond the tumbled old castle near 
the historical bridge of Earn there was lit- 
tle to support the dignity of the old name, 
and the two younger brothers were follow- 
ing the example of hundreds of young scions 
of the British aristocracy, and making thefr 
way to the new: continent, where riches 
awaited the venturesome. : 

What little money they brought with them 
was soon spent in attempting to live up to 
their rank, and they turned to trade, as 
many had done before and still more since, 
to support themselves. As boys they had 
often watched the making of those whiskies 
for which Scotland is famous, and they 
turned their knowledge of the process to 
such good advantage that in a short time 
they were independent, and had acquired 
the largest distillery in New York, and, for 
that matter, in America.

Flag Carried in the Battle of Benning- 
ton by Lieutenant Nathaniel Fill- 
more, Father of President MiHard 
Fillmore, Now in Possession of # 
Descendant of That Famous Family 
of Fighters Who Lives in Chicago

too precious a relic to be frayed by rude 
winds, and, moreover, it has served its day. 
It is a flag with an a gerne and reyered 
past, all of which wi 
told, for the men who knew its minute his- 
tory and of the scenes through which it 
passed in the stirring days ot 786 have long 
since mouldered into dust. 

The flag is a relic of the revolutionary 
war and is an heirloom in the Fillmore fam- 
ily, lineal descendants of Millard Fillmore. 


Its present custodian is W. Henry Wilson, 


demonstrator of bacteriology in the Hahne- 
mann Medical College in this city. Mr. Wil- 
son’s wife was Miss Maude Stewart Fill- 


more, a daughter of Franklin B. Fillmore, 


First Lieutenant, Company I, Twenty-sixth 
Uunole Volunteer. Infantry. The flag was 


carried in the revolutionary war by Na- 
thaniel Fillmore,. father 
lard Fillmore. 


The flag is, ten feet long by five and a half 


féet wide. Its colors were originally the 
regulation red, white, and blue, but the 
ravages of time have faded the red to a dim 
brown, turned the once snowy white 


to an antique yellow, and metamorphosed 
the blue into a tint which contains only a 
suggestion of the cerulean union. on which 
the stars once stood out in bold relief. The 
field consists of thirteen stripes, originally 
alternate red and white of equal width. 
The union was the blue and the depth of 
nine of the bars. In the center of the field 
are the figures 78,“ crudely formed if 
gauged by the standard of art of over 120 
years later, cut from linen and sewed to the 
union. Over the figures ‘* 76" is an arch of 
eleven stars, seven-pointed. A star is also 
placed in each upper corner of the union,

This is clearly ap- 
parent from even a cursory examiphtion, 
but is proven conclusively by a micros-

From Father to Son. 
In its descent through the Fillmore fam- 


ily the flag came from Nathaniel to Philetas 


P. Fillmore, a great uncle of Mrs. Wilson, 


and thence to Franklin B. Fillmore, her 
father, to be held in trust for his didest 
son. But Franklin Fillmore, an old résident 
of Aurora, died before his son reached an 
age to appreciate the historie value of the 
relic, and it was therefore taken in charge 
by the boy’s sister, the present. Mrs. Wil- 
son. Earlier members of the Fillmore fam- 
ily through whose hands the flag has 
were Lavius and Septa Filiniore, natives 
of Vermont. Septa fought in the revyolu- 
tionary war, as did also Nathaniel, who was 
born in 1740, and died in Bennington in 1814. 
His first service was in the French and In- 
dian wars in 1766. In the battle of Ben- 
nington, in which the Wilson-Fillmore flag 
was carried, Nathaniel distinguished him- 
self as a Lieutenant under Colonel Stark. 
Both State and governmental records show 
a military company organized at Benning; 
ton, of which Elijah Dewey was Captain 
and Nathaniel Fillmore Ensign. This.com- 
pany was attached to a regiment of which 
Moses Robinson was Colonel, the battle. 
of Bennington taking place a few days after 
the formation of the company, 


The Wilson-Fillmore flag has figured con® 


spicuously in many military gatherings and 
reunions. Franklin P. Fillmore carried it 
at the head ef the National G. A. R. en- 
campment in Minneapolis in 1887, where it 
attracted attention from which it suffered 
somewhat. While the old soldier who 
owned it was dining at a restaurant he 
thoightlesesly left the heavy staff and flag 


outside. When he finished his meal he 


found that vandals had torn off the bot+ 
tom stripe and had also cut off one of the 
seven-pointed stara. Since then, whenever 
it has been taken out it has been carefully 
guarded. Even now its resting place, until 
a more worthy one can be determined on, 
is a box in a safety deposit vault.

HOW TO RIDE THE RACE 


‘OLD TIME KINGS OF THE PULLMAN 
COURSE TELL THEIR METHODS. 


They Point Out Some of the Things to 
Be Sought and Avoided by the Con- 
testants in the Great Cycling Event 
Tomorrow—Get to the Front and 
Stay There Is the Advice to the 
Riders — Arrangements for the 
Run, 


Promptly at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning 
begins the test cycling event of the 
season in Chicago. It is the annual road 
race to Pullman, this year exceeding in 
entry list, prizes, and preparations all pre- 
vious contests of its kind: Over 400 men are 
expected to ride, and thousands of specta- 
tors will watch the progress of the racers 
over the course. It will be the greatest 
feature of the sport of Independence day. 

What i» the best way to ride the race is 
the question that today is troubling sev- 
eral hundred brains. Riding @ great road 
race is far from being a plain matter of legs 
and wind, and many a man will finish the 
race tomorrow several places further back 
than he would have been if he had used a 
little more headwork during ride. With 
the possibility of aiding the racers and of 
furnishing its readérs an idea of how the 
old-time kings of the Pullman course won 
their honors, THe Sunpay Trrsunz has col- 
lected a series of statements from a number 
of the fastest men who made the run in the 
good old days of cycling. These interviews 
show that even with the smaller entry lists 
of the contests of seven or eight years ago 
the ride to Pullman was a difficult problem 
for even the most able to solve. 


Arrangements for the Race. 


The race will start on Michigan avenue at 
the foot of Van Buren street in the heart of 
the city. It will be begun promptly at 8:30 
o’clock. Illinois Central trains, which will 
be numerous enough to carry three times 
the number of passengers accommodated 
last year, will be in waiting on the tracks 
on the lake front, and will beat the riders to 
the finish at Pullman. By using these cars 
the officials of the race will be present at 
both start and finish, making their work 
much more accurate and easy than on Deco- 
ration day events this year, where they had 
to be divided into two squads. 

The rules under which the race are to be 
run are about the same as in previous years. 
The time limit of handicapping will be eight 
minutes, the race open to all amateurs, and 
the use of pacemakers not in the race pro- 
hibited. No mechanically propelled bicycles 
or multiple teams need apply, for they will 
not be allowed to compete. Checkers are to 
be stationed all along the course and every 
precaution taken to see that all riders re- 
ceiving a prize complete the full course, 
Sidewalk riding and accepting assistance 
from outsiders are barred. ;

that the greatest danger exists in the 
crowded bunches of a road race, and that 
the man who can get free to do his own 
riding without let or hindranee is likely. to 
get to Pullman first. For this reason many 
of the old-timers advise the big handicap 
men to go to the front as soon as possible and 
to hold the place as long as they can. For 
the men in the middle classes of the race the 
advice is nearly the same, because the broad 
roads and chances to pass the majority of 
the men are to be found in the first half of 
the course. The scratch men have the 
bardest problem to meet, and only by a 
ecmbination of rare ability and excellent 
judgment can they be expected to do them- 
- selves justice. They cannot hope to get 
through the crowd, but must adopt a method 
of handling the bunches and following pace- 
makers which will give the greatest possi- 
bilities of speed on the run out. * 


Advice ot G. A. Thorne. 


This point George A. Thorne has brought 
out well in his opinion of how the race 
should be ridden. He started several times 
with the middle class and back men, and he 
had tb learn by hard experience how to get 
through the throngs of wheelmen in front 
ot him. His success in doing it on two or 
~three occasions proves his knowledge of the 
best way. 

How would I ride to Pullman?’ said Mr. 
Thorne. In a hack or not at all. Butift 
were to advise the riders in the present 
race I would say to go as fast.as they can 


should be different for different men on ac- 
count of their peculiarities and personal de- 
grees of ability. Some men should start and 
set a steady pace throughout, while others 
would do better to take it eagy at times and 
ride fast when they feel able. 

But this one piece of advice is good for 
all the riders: Avoid the bunches. In a big 
race like the coming Pullman event there 
are always many unskilled men who are 
continually losing their heads, running into 
each other, and causing bad spills. These 
accidents practically all happen in the big 
bunches of men. For this reason a sen- 
sible rider will stay a short distance behind 
the groups or will else shoot past and get in 
front, the latter preferably. Also I would 
say not to stay with any one man too long 
since the rider makes this man’s chances his 
chances. Setting pace too much is a great 
handicap, but a little of it in working up 
from man to man is necessary.“ 


Method of H. R. Winship. 


“TI would start out with a pace that 1 
knew I could hold and then stick to it all the 


Grand Crossing. After that I had to

A racer following this 
course will eome out all right. Most of these 
young fellows lose their chances of winning 
| use they follow the first man who 
sprints by them and so tire themselves ail 
out. They shouid let the sprinters go. The 
latter will come back later, and so tired that 
their conquest will be easy. The last halt 
mile a sprint is all right, but nowhere else. 
I won all my races by setting a steady, hard 
pace all the way, and that is how I belicvea 
long road race should be ridden.“ : 
Arthur E. Lumsden’s Views. 

“There are three classes of men riding 
the race, said A. E. Lumsden, once the king 
of the cycling West. “I believe a little 
different course should be followed by each 
ot them. They are the limit men, the middle 
handicap men, and the scratch men. When 
I started with the limit men I staid with my 
class until I began to think they were not 
going fast enough for me; then I went out 
by myself. It was interesting work catching 
and passing men, and I kept it up until the 
riders ahead got thinner and thinner. Of 
course it is a great inducement to work when 
you see yourself getting near the front, so 
I rode hard until I caught the last man at 
t y 
own pace, but I had a clear track. I looked 
around from time to time to make sure that 
no one was getting near me, and so went into 
Pullman. 

But with the scratch men the case is 
different. You have got to have moreor less 
pacemaking to win, and half the game is 


in getting it when you want fit. There are 


times when a man feels strong and when he 
is so tired he can scarcely hold his gait. He 
should hold bend the fastest man near him 
when he is tired, and when he feels strong he 


can go ahead and cateh the next man in 


advance. When I rode from scratch I always 


staid with my class until I began to feel good 


and the rest showed some weariness, and 
then I left them and took after the next fast 
men ahead, working my way along in this 
manner to the finish. The middle class men 
must adopt a combination of these two 
methods, working through to the front if 
possible, and then cutting loose for Pullman 
and keeping everybody behind them. N 
J. F. Blies Cautions Riders. 

My method, if I was to ride in the com- 
ing Pullman race,“ said J. P. Bliss, would 
be to get right up as far in front at the start 
as I could. Then I would look out sharp for 
spills until I could get pretty well out ot 
the crowd. When that was done I would ex- 
pect to share pace with the best men near 
me until out to the end of the boulevards, 
I would make it a point to let no man pass 
me unless he was a foolish sprinter who 
could not hold his gait. W Five Forks 
I would go to the front if I could and grind 
out my own pace the rest of the way. Go- 
ing through the Potato PatciT the men are 
always weak and tired, and there is a splen*> 
did chance to pass them. 
felt strong about that point, and from the 
Sand Hill I would expect to ride pretty fast 
all the way to Pullman. 

„ This is supposing that the wind did nat 
count greatly. If it should prove to be 
strong on the riders’ backs I should say to let 
your pacemakers go and set your own gait 
throughout the race. But if the wind was 
dead ahead I would expect to use pacemak- 
ers all the way out except when it was ab- 
solutely necessary to make a change. A 
mistake I think many riders make is ir fol- 
lowing a man after they catch him. He is 
usually dead, or they would not have 
reached him, so he ought to be left behind. 
There are lots that no one can tell a rider, 


though, until he has been in a race fer him- 


self. If he falls down and breaks nis ma- 
chine*he might as well quit. Other wheels 
never fit, and to kill yourself on too short or 
too long a reach without accomplishing any- 
thing is a mistake.“ 

_ Githens Advises a Fart Start. 

“You must start fast,“ said Herbert A. 
Githens; they all do. But it is the excite- 
ment which makes the gait seem so rapid, 
for before’ long you will find yourself in- 
creasing your pace over even the starting 
gait. Then after the first mile or so 
advantage of every circumstance to improve 
your position. | 

“A rider will feel very different at differ- 
ent parts of the race. Hometimes he will 
think he can’t go a mile further to save his 
life, then again, perhaps half a mile further, 
he will feel like cuttirg loose at a much 
faster pace. The racer should take ad- 
vantage of this difference in his feelings 
and should go out ahead as fast as he can 
when he is strong. But there should be no 
sprinting, for that tires out a person right 
away and ruins his chances. Also the con- 
testant should be careful not to set his own

The allegation that gold has apprecia 
in value has not a leg to stand on. The 
free silverites would show some respect for 
facts if they would admit frankly that gold 
has depreciated instead of appreciating, 
and that there is now, and in all human

Having admitted that much, they might 
proceed to state that nevertheless tbey 
wished to get rid of gold and drop to the 
‘silver standard for the sole and exclusive 
purpose of enabling a number of debtors to 
retain possession of the property of others 
without paying for it. 


LABOR’S SHARE OF PRODUCTS. 
Debs, who has shown his contempt for 
labor by doing nothing useful for many 
years, begs the workingmen, or the “ wage 
slaves,” as he calls them, to abolish the 
| wage system and substitute for it the “ co- 
operative commonwealth.” He asstres 
them that under the present system of pro- 
_duction they receive only an insignificant 
and unfairly smal! share of the wealth they 
produce, and that if socialism replaces indi- 
vidualism they will get a much larger and 

more just share of what they produce. 
The workingmen are told that if they 
will look at the last census they will see 
that the value of all manufactured products 
for the census year was 9,372% millions of 
dollars. Then the workingmen are told 
that the same report shows that the work- 


ingmen who created those finished products 


received as wages only 2,203% millions. 
“Thus it appears,” gay Debs and others, 


ot the fruits of its toil, while capital got 
nearly 76 per cent. No wonder labor 
starves and capital rolls in luxury.” 

The walking delegates and other officers 
of labor unions must have heard often such 
statements as the above. It is possible 
that some of them may have put faith in 
such statements, and are of the opinion 
that labor should have a much larger share 
of the wealth it creates in codperation with 
capital. Debs promises the workingmen 
more if they will disband their trades 
unions, which he tells them are of no value, 
and win enlist under his banner, to estab- 
lish the Cooperative Commonwealth.” 

If the workingmen take this advice the 
walking delegates will lose their jobs. 
Therefore it would be well for the latter to 
look carefuily into this question € labor’s 
share of products in order that if they dis- 
cover Debs is wrong, and no scheme he rec- 
ommends cun add to the reward of labor, 
they may warn the workingmen not to be 
deceived by him. }

generally intelligent men, will take up the

The first impression may be that 
labor got too little. But if these officers 
will look a little farther they will see that 
considerable money was paid out by the 
manufacturers for the raw wmaterial— 
chiefly leather—that the boots and shoes

leather included the wages of the men who 
worked in the tanneries. The cost of the 
hides to the tanner ingluded the labor of 


were taken from. So labor’s share in a fin- 
ished shoe consists not merely of what the 
factory hand gets but of what the men in 
the tannery and the stockmen get, and the 
railroad men who transport the hides and 
leather receive.“ 

The officers of laber unions will find that 
under the present wage system labor gets 
about 90 per cent of the value of a finished, 
product, and capital about 10 per cent. The 
question is whether labor can get a larger 
share if Debs is allowed to reorganize 
ciety. 

It is quite probable 
a little more than 90 per cent if the trusts 
were rooted out. They restrict production 
while they increase prices. They lessen the 
demand for labor, depress the labor mar- 
ket,‘and thus force down wages. But if. 
workingmen want to get that share of the 
product which the trusts deprive them of 
then the workingmen must take hold and 
help smash the trusts, which rob them, 
chiefly as consumers but also as producers. 

Debs asserts, however, that if the capi- 
talistic system is overthrown labor will get 
not only the 90 per cent it gets now, but 


also the 10 per cent that goes to ‘capital. 


But if labor takes that 10 per cent it must 

take it “cum onere.“ Out of it must be 

paid by labor certain expenses that capital 
has to shoulder now. There will be fires 
in a cohperative commonwealth, and they 

must be insured against. Machinery will 

wear out when owned by the State quite as 

rapidly as when owned by individuals. 

Repairs of machinery and buildings are paid 

for now by capital. out of its 10 per cent. 

If labor takes that 10 per cent it must 

stand all the expenses that capital stands 

now. It must throw out old machinery, 
even though in perfect condition, and put 

in improved machinery. 

But supposing that the means of pro- 
‘duction having been confiscated by the 
state, labor should receive more than 90 per 
cent of what it produces, labor Will be no 
better off than it is now, unless it produces 
as much as is. produced under the present 
.eapitalistic system. Supposing the total 
product for the census year had been only 
4,686 millions, of which labor got all. Was 
not labor better off when it received 90 

The productive capacity of labor under 
the Debs system must be equal to what it 
is under the present system, or labor will 
get less than now. But the output of the 
“Cobperative Commonwealth” will be 
much less, man for man, thaneunder the 
present régime. For while the supervision 
of production is in the hands now of the 
most intelligent and energetic members of 
the community it would be placed under 
the Debsian system in the hands of shift-

The cost of manufacture 
per unit of product would be increased 
enormously. The population would in- 
crease while the product was decreasing, 
so that there would be less to divide among 
workingmen than there is now. ‘There 
would be a paucity. of the comforts and even 
of the necessaries of life. 
When Debs is lord paramount the dis- 


modities will be in the hands of the State. 
The present grocers and retailers of all 
kinds will be suppressed and government 
functionaries will take their place and at- 
tempt to do their work. All the individuals 
who dislike hard work and who wish to be 
in a place where they can steal something 
will apply to be assigned to duty as dis- 
tributers. 

The result would be that the distribution 
would be more poorly done than it is now 
and would cost much more. The men in 
charge of the government stores would fare 
pretty well, but those who depended on 
those stores for their daily rations would 
have rather a hard time of it. 

But the fatal defect of the system Debs 
wishes the workingmen to go to Washing- 
ton to help him put in force on a grand 
scale is that it would stunt production. 
The present incentives to labor would be 
taken away and no new incentives sub- 
‘stituted for them. Man is naturally dis- 
inclined to labor, and in the “ codperative 
commonwealth ” there would be about as 
much voluntary toil as there is in a peni- 
tentiary or a poorhouse. | 

Everybody would prefer that somebody 
else should work while he superintended 
or did nothing. Consequently little would 
be produced and there would be little to eat 
or wear. Labor would get the entire 
product, but the product ‘would be a con- 


Therefore, if the officers of trades unions 
have at heart their own interests and those 
of workingmen generally they will advise 


to them why they should do so. Debs 
promises labor more than it receives now. 
If he had his way it would inevilably get 
much less.

DANGER TO AMERICAN INSTITUTIONS. 
Replies to Tur Trisunr’s invitation to 


suggest remedies for the two prominent 
evils menacing American institutions 
namely: the madness for officeholding and 
the dishonesty of officeholders—continue to 
be received, showing that there is a wide- 
spread interest in this all-important sub- 
ject. Many of these replies are of a 
thoughtful nature and all contain more or 
less suggestive ideas. 

„F. S. H.“ has sent suggestions for the 
passage of legislation of a unique charac- 
ter to apply to the removal of these evils. 
He would have two laws passed. One of 
these embodies the idea of a commission, 
having authority to remove a candidate’s 
name if it shall be established beyond ques- 
tion that his previous public or private 
moral or social record is such as to show he 
is unfit to hold office, the delegates of his 
party or a committee of them having the 
privilege to substitute another candidate. 
If this committee should name a second 
unfit person, then the ticket would be un- 
represented for such an office. The second 
law would make it possible for voters to 


pledges by annulling any action they might 
take contrary to their pledges” as a viola- 
tion of contract and removing them from 
their offices. under the law. F. 8. H. 
points out the manifest advantages of such 
laws. 

These laws would radically eliminate personal! 
attacks on party candidates and give the voters an 
opportunity to consider the real issues of a cam- 
paign. They also would explode and make need- 
less that chimera of political reformers, the sever- 


ing of local politics from party politics by an in- 
dependent movement. Such a movement, if pos- 


the fountain head of national politics, it is ab- 
solutely necessary for the moral welfare of the 
latter to have the former in a healthy condition; 
and such laws would do more to effect this than 
any independent movement. Above all they would 
set a premium on character and manhood, even 
in the field of ward politics, and the gang boss 
and bum politician be but a memory. 

There is no question as to the excellence 
of such laws as F. S. H.“ proposes. The 
only doubt is as to the feasibility of carry- 
ing them out. If they could be made to 
work they would effect all that he claims, 
but, as F. S. H.“ himself says: “If to 
do were as eusy as to know what were good 
to do chapels had been churches and poor 
men’s cottages Princes’ palaces.” 

One of the most sensible and practical 
replies received is one emphasizing the im- 
portance of proper education in schools 
and homes by R. M.“ He bases his idea 
upon the following incident: 


Some time ago on a street car a 
dressed lady and her boy of 12 sat beside me. 
The boy had a nickel between his fingers, but 


was accidentally passed by the conductor. He 
turned to me laughingly and said he would keep 
the nickel, and the mother, admiring his smart- 
ness, smiled her approval. I remarked to the 
boy that he would have been a nobler lad had 
he offered his fare, whereupon the mother an- 
grily told me to mind my own business.“ Had 
she minded her business and done her duty by 
her boy I would have had no occasion to interfere, 


R. M.“ is right when he says “ the chil- 
dren of this kind of father and mother are 
the corruptionists of today, and while this 
species of smartness is encouraged to the 
extent it is by people claiming to be respect- 
able, there will be a crop of boodlers and 
thieves in city, State, and hational politics.” 
The passive dishonesty of this child was 
his first step towards active dishonesty. 

It is an alarming danger to our institu- 
tions that children are not taught honesty, 
patriotism, self-respect, and nobility of 
character at home or in a large majority of 
homes, and the results are manifest every 
day in this city and in every other city. 
An overwhelming number of children in 
Chicago show no respect for age, for law, 
for property, or for personal rights, and 
they are seemingly independent of parental 
and even of police restraint. They begin 
the vices of life ata tenderage. They are 
thieves before they are out of their teens. 
Their language is a mixture of profanity 
and obscenity. Thousands of them are 
comiitg up in this city as-hoodlums, loafers, 


to restrain them, and there does not appear 
to be any disposition on the part of the po- 
lice to protect decent citizens from them.

THE COAL MINERS’ STRIKE. 

Today about 150,000 or more bituminous 
coal miners in the States of Illinois, Indiana. 
Ohio, Pennsylvania; West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Colorado, and a few other 
States are going to quit work for an indefi- 
nite length of time. 

These men, most of whom have families, 
are not going to quit work and take a holi- 
day because they have been prospering and 
have been accumulating much money, 
which they wish to spend but cannot while 
they are tied up in the mines. The miners 
are striking because they have not been do- 
ing well and are poor. They have deter- 
mined to try the experiment of living on 
nothing for an undetermined period because 
they have had so little to live on for some 
time past. 

The miners claim that they ought to get 
more than they have beén receiving and 
they believe a strike will secure them an 
advanee. They argue as follows: | 

The signs of the times, as pointed out by the 
press and by testimony of men versed in public 
affairs, are that business is reviving, that an up- 
ward tendency in prices of all commodities is ap- 
parent. In the general business revival and in- 
dustrial improvement which are earnestly pro- 
claimed we ought to share, and if we do not at- 
tempt to share we shall be false to ourselves and 
those dependent upon us, for remember that it has 
ever been that they who would be free must 
strike the first blow themselves and that eter 
nal vigilance is the price of liberty.“ ; 

The coal miners have made one discovery 
since 1894. It is that it is better to strike 
on a rising than a falling market. They 
quit work early in 1894 when the market 
was falling, and after a long, acute strug- 
gle, in which they suffered severely, had 


time to etrike. | 

The conditions are more favorable for the 
men in some respects than three years ago. 
Business is reviving. The price of coal 
is going to advance and the wages of the 
miners will go up with it. But the revival 
of business has not gone so far as to make 
a strike advisable, especially at the com- 
mencement of the summer season, during 
which the demand for coal will be at a min- 
imum. 

The domestic consumption will reach its 
lowest point. The supply required for man- 


Glass works and many iron furnaces and 
mills are closing down for the heated term. 
Very many of the manufacturers of the 
United States have to face the fact that it 
is useless for them to produce much until 
the stocks of foreign goods which have been 
imported in anticipation of the levying of 
higher duties have been worked off. They 
will use less coal than usual. The Canadian 
demand may fall off heavily. 

The mine owners could not have picked 
out a time for a strike which would suit 
them better. Most of them have etocks of 


to get higher prices a little later on when 
coal begins to get a little scarce. There 
may be money for them in a strike, if it does 
not last too long. 

As for the men they are in no condition 
to stand a protracted struggle. They have 
no surplus money either in their own pock- 
ets or the treasuries of the unions. They 
will have-to be carried first by the small 
tradesmen from whom they get the neces- 
saries of life. When those tradesmen can 
carry them no longer they will have to fall 
back on the town or county. 3 

The miners should have remembered the 
suffering they underwent three years ago 
and have waited that coming “ industrial 
improvement which is sure to raise their 
wages, but which cannot be expedited by 
the strike they have just proclaimed. 


AS A SOCIAL FACT. 
Some thirty thousand members of the 
Young People’s Christian Endeavor socie- 


nual convention this week on the Pacific 
coast in the Oity of San Francisco. The 
great railways have been taxed to their ut- 
most to convey these young people, from 
everywhere, across the continent. The 
bringing together in this way of so many 
of the more intelligent and ambitious young 
people of the country is itself a remarkable 
social fact of the time. 

But this Christian Endeavor society, as 
a social fact, represents both an organiza- 
tion and a movement. The origina! society 
itself has an enrolled membership as now 
reported of 3,000,000. Besides the 50,747 
local societies in connection with the central 
organization in this éouitry, there are 4,500 
similar societies in England. ‘There are 
branch organizations established in all the 
countries where missionary enterprises 
have begun to reorganize the life of the 
people. Ninety-three societies are reported 
in Madagascar; 2,925 in Australia; 52 in 
Africa; 100 in Mexico; 3,390 in Canada. 
In addition to all this the Epworth league 
of the Methodist Church, an outgrowth of 
the Endeavor movement, has a membership 
of over 1,500,000; and the Baptist Young 
People's union reports 400,000 members. 
Altogether the Young People’s Christian 
Endeavor movement has brought into kin- 
dred organization a membership of over 
5,000,000 of the young péople of the coun- 
try. And all this within sixteen years from 
the modest origin of the movement in a 
Congregational Church in Portland, Me., 
under the leadership of the Rev. Francis 
E. Clark. 9 

Five million young people compactly or- 
ganized under a comprehensive movement 
of this character, at once educational and 
practical, must at any rate have some pos-

Hit it up where? Hit it with what? There 
is nothing in such a mandate that would be

LAW-BREAKING ELECTION JUDGES. 
Last week the grand jury indicted the 


three men who served as election judges in 


the Fifteenth Precinct of the Seventeenth 
Ward at the Mayoralty election.

They took eighty-three votes 
from the regular Democratic candidate and 
credited the Republican candidate Revere 
with them.

If the defendants cannot show clearly 
that they are not guilty as indicted they 
should be sent to the penitentiary and kept 
there as long as possible. Their acquittal

 SecRETARY OF STATE SHERMAN has made 
a definite reply to the protest of Japan 
against the annexation of Hawali by the 
United States.. In, the course of the reply 
the Secretary gives the Japanese govern- 
ment some much needed information as to 
the effect.of ‘annexation upon treaties and 
the rights which the subjects of one country 
may. acquire in another under treaty or. 
the law of the land. He lays down the fun- 
damental proposition of international usage 
that the existing treaties of a State cease 
when that State is merged into another. 
To enforce his point the Secretary cites nu- 
merous illustrations, such as the incorpora- 
tion of Hanover into the Prussian kingdom, 
the admission of Texas to the union as a 
State, fhe annexation of Madagascar to 
‘France, and the cession of Alsace and Lor- 
raine by France to Germany, in each of 
which instances ali existing treaties In the 
annexed States ceased to exist. And he 
adds: It needs no stipulation in a formal 
annexation treaty to work this result, for 
it attends de facto exation however ac- 
complished.”” This ould settle the mat- 
ter and end not only Japan's bluster so far 
as this country is concerned but its menaces 
to Hawaii. If the Senate ratifies the treaty 
the United States will at once enter upon 
possession and Japan can have no ground 
for valid complaint. Should the Senate, 
however, fail to ratify, even then this coun- 
try cannot stand quietly by and tolerate any 
hostile act of Japan against Hawail. Even 
though the islands may not be annexed to | t 
the United States, this country isstill bound 
by its own interests to protect Hawaii 
against all foreign interference. The easi- 
est way to do that is to take it at once and 
administer it. Nine-tenths of its trade is 
American, and it is our natural Pacific mid- 
way station. t

Into the Island to Exterminate 
| Destroyers of Fruit Trees. 


Few countries have been more plagued by 


‘the importation of insect pests than the Ha- 


wallan Islands, and none has benefited so 
greatly by the introduction of species to de- 
stroy them. The greatest harm was done by 
scale insects, which multiplied enormously 
and spread all over the islands. To counter- 
act these pests coccinellid#, vulgarly known

ands in 1800 and were a complete success. |

creased prodigiously for a time., almost 


Cleared the trees, and then, as their prey 


became comparatively scarce, decreased in 
numbers, only to reappear when the plague 
returned some time afterward in the Island 
of Kanul. The fruit trees on this island, 
especially the orange and lime, were in a 
most deplorable condition from the attacks 
of aphis and scales. Very few lady birds 
could be seen, but in a few weeks they 
swarmed, and in six months’ time the in-

Irving on the unveiling of the Siddons statue: 
It is a great pride to me to unveil this statue, 
and to congratulate the inhabitants of Padding- 
ton on the possession of so admirable a memorial 
of a famous Englishwoman. is rich in 
statues, chiefly of people whom nature did not 
expressly design to be immortalized in that par- 
ticular way. Few men or women look well in 
marole or bronze, but today vou see one of the. 
ideal models of the sculptor’s art, a t actress 
whose personal majesty is eloquent even in the 
silence of stone. It was said of Sarah Siddons by 
Hazlitt that She was not less than a goddess or 
a prophetess inspired by the gods. Power was 
seated on her brow, passion radiated from her 
breast as from a shrine; she was tragedy personi- 
fied.’ I think you can catch the spirit of that 
panegyric from the impressive figure, so ad- 
mirably designed and executed by M. Chaval- 
laud, which is set up in your midst today. By 
the acclamation of her contemporaries, Mrs. Sid- 
dons was hailed as the incarnation of the sublime 
in the expression of dramatic passion. I have 
lately read that this ideal of the sublime is 6 
mere superstition belonging to a world of art 
and emotion which has definitely passed away, 
This, I need hardly say, was an expression of 
opinion from a very enthusiastic admirer of the 
eccentric Mr. Ibsen. It will pass away when the 
creations of Shakspeare become obsolete, when 
the highest poetry ceases to influence the soul ot 
mankind; conditions which make the fulfiliment 
of such a prophecy unspeakably remote. M-th-

OIL MEN TO STAY OUT. 


STANDARD INTERESTS WILL NOT 
JOIN WITH CHICAGO GAS. 
Combination Between Standard and 
Cudahy ou Companies Reported— 
Opposition of the Cudahys to Gas 
Interests to Keep the Two Apart— 
Strength in Diamond Match and 
Other Local Stocks—Curb Market 
on Corn Excited by Drought Report. 


Word was received from New York yes- 


terday that the Standard Oil men who have 
been mentioned for directors of the reor- 
ganized Chicago Gas company would decline 
to serve in that capacity. The plans for the 
new company were for an alliance with the 
Standard Oil company which would give 
the Chicago Gas interests the inside in the 
purchase of oil, 
on — of Standard Oil men to be- 
e rs of the Chicago Gas company 
was said to be due to the fact that negotia- 
tions are now under way for the Standard to 
gain control of the Cudahy Oil company, 
which is the largest rival of the Standard in 
the Western field. For some time there 
have been negotiations under way between 
the Cudahy people and a party of English 
capitalists, and it has been believed for 
some time these negotiations would end in 
the control of the company going across the 
water. It is now claimed the Standard O11 
company has entered into a deal under 
which the control will pass to the trust and 
at the deal with the Englishmen is defi- 
nitely off. The story goes further and says 
the opposition of the Cudahys is so fierce 
that the whole deal is to be declared off if 
een the Stand

tion will be settled by the latter part of the 
month and that application will be made to 
the Secretary of State for authority to con- 
solidate under the terms of ‘the law passed 
at the recent session of the Legislature. 


Diamond Match Shows Strength. 


Diamond Match has shown more strength 
during the last few days than any other local 


security. This has been somewhat remark- 


able, in view of the fact no news of any char- 
acter is being given out by officers of the 
company regarding the progress of affairs 
across the water. President Barber re- 
turned several days ago, but he had infor- 
mation of only the most general character to 
make public. Three days ago Diamond 
Match was selling only a little above 140. 
There have been sales of only a few small 
lots since then, but yesterday the stock sold 
up to 149 account, that being the closing 
quotation, from an opening at 144 regular. 
The 40,000 shares of Diamond Match stock 
rémain in deposit with the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank under an option for their pur- 
chase at $165 a share. This option is held 
by a number of London capitalists headed 
by Coates, Son & Co., and they have until 
Nov. 1 to avail themselves of this option 
and take the stock at that figure. There has 
been nothing official received as to the inten- 
tions of. the members of the snydicate, but 
the report is pretty generally circulated and 
to all appearance is generally believed that 
the stock will be taken. 

Lake street elevated stock, while not ac- 
tive yesterday; showed greater strength 
than it had shown for weeks. It sold up to 
15%, which was the closing quotation, as 
compared with the high quotation of 15% 
made the previous day. The offer of the 
Lake street to retire its debentures at 750 
on the dollar, providing 75 per cent of the 
total issue could be offered, was undoubt- 
edly the cause of yesterday’s strength. 
Would Effect a Considerable Saving. 

The total issue of Lake street debentures 
is $4,545,000. Seventy-five per cent of this

That I differed from my grandfather, 
Pierre Van Brule, must have seemed to him 
atrocious. I was no more than a boy then; 
and what right had I to opinions against 
his well-weighed experience! My taking the 
American side of the question against the 
wisdom of the head of our family was in 
itself a proof of my waywardness. 

He used to inveigh against the education 
I had been given at King’s (since called 
Columbia) College, where I struck up the 
strong friendship with Mr. Alexander Ham- 
Uton, afterward so distinguished. Tis need- 

‘less to say that my opinion went one way— 
‘Hamilton's way-—in that friendship. We

Too much in 
praise of the managers of the exhibition 
cannot be said for their forethought in pro- 
viding the visitors to the exposition an op- 
portunity to enjoy at the same time these 
collections, which: in a way are in no man- 
ner part and parcel of the exhibit general. 
The Northern Museum was founded in 1878 
by Dr. Arthur Hazelius, who has éver since 
been indefatigable in gathering together all

' The.exhibit at present most complete and 
in its branch most satisfying is the art gal- 
lery. The building in itself is sufficiently 
imposing to command respect. The exterior 
reminds one partially of the art gallery at 
the World's Fair. The keynote of one’s 
impression of color is a delicious blending 
of cool grays and white without a touch 
of that disagreeable chalkyness so often 
seen where staff is used lavishly. 


The interior recalis the salons of Paris in 


most of its arrangements. It is now thirty- 
one years since Stockholm held its united 
Scandinavian art exhibit. At that time 
there were represented 224 artists from 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, and Finland. 
In this year’s exhibit there are catalogued 
not less than 1,822 works of art representing 
557 artists. In this is included an inter- 


national“ division, which embraces foreign 


artists of note who have accepted a personal 
invitation to participate in this exhibit. 


Aided by Prince Eugen. 

It is through the efforts of the Duke of 
Nerike, Prince Eugen, himself a painter of 
no little merit, that this admirable collection 
of representative foreign artists has been 
brought together.

Mnavia and Denmark. Prince Eugen, whose 


works in the Swedish art exhibit at the 
World's Fair are doubtless remembered, 
prior to the opening of this Stockholm ex- 
position, traveled extensively in Europe and 
through his influence induced representative 
artists of England. America, Germany, 
France, Spain, and other countries to con- 
tribute. their best efforts. Space prevents 
anything but the briefest mention of this 
truly excellent art exhibit asa whole. In the 
Swedish division alone are 667 examples from 
the brushes of 219 artists. Norway and Den- 
mark are well represented. The Finnish- 
Rüsslan exhibit has been grouped together 
and contains seweral admirable canvases.

For this reason the day scene at Jackson 
Park beach has been selected for reproduc- 
tion in this issue of Tun SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
as affording greater possibilities for illustra- 
tion than the night time outlook. It is the 
third in THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE'S series of 
pictures of the most beautiful and character- 
istic of the many scenes about Chicago. As 
before H. G. Maratta has made the sketch 
of the view which is reproduced by the half 
tone process. 

Jackson Park occupies a unique position 
among the Chicago parks. Although origi- 
nally one of the earliest to be developed and 
brought to a state of cultivation in its north- 
ern portion, the World’s Fair has made it 
tho last of all the public gardens to be fitted 
for the people's use. On this account it Is 
much more modern in character than the 
others, and has less natural beauties and 
more artificial embellishments. 

But with all its level character and high 
buildings, Jackson Park must be ranked high 
in the scale of beauty. Especially its east- 
ern portion possesses one feature of at- 
tractiveness which no amount of artificial 
environment can harm—Laké Michigan. 
The stone beach built along its edge would 
have in some measure changed the appear- 
ance of the shore had not the constant action 
of the waves carried in enough sand to form 
its own natural border further out. It is 
this touch of nature, well aided by the artl- 
fice of the landscape engineer, that has made 
the eastern portion of Jackson Park so at- 
tractive. 

Along the shore in the northern portion of 
the park are a dezen scenes and spots worthy 

of being put into a picture. In fact, the main 
difficulty experienced by the artist is not in 
finding a suitable view for his work, but in 
selecting the best out of the large number 
of available places. The scene selected for 
reproduction in Tun SuNDAY TRIBUNDP is 
taken from the pavilion at the north end of 
the stone beach looking south. -In the fore- 
ground are the benches,.stone beach, and 
waves. Beyond is the graceful curve of the 
shore, the roadway, the German building, 
and the willow grove. In the distance are 
shown the piers, horizon line on the water, 
and the general features of the park. Alto- 
gether the view is one of the gems of the 
South Side.
